Scientist Presses Search for His Wife, 
Daughter and Pilot, Missing in Alaska 


Juneau, Alaska, Aug. 7—(f)—A wealthy scientist who earn* to 


Alaska three weeks ago to study glaciers pressed a search today for 
his wife, their daughter and a pilot, missing since July 27 in the ex- 
pedition's supply plane. 


The scientist, Walter A. Wood of Far Hills, N. 3., learned only 


Saturday of the family tragedy when he and three others were picked 
off Malaspina glacier by an air* 
force plane in response to a mes- 
sage they wrote in the snow. 


Missing aboard the supply plane, 


a Norseman were Wood's wife and 
18-year-old daughter, Valerie, and 
Pilot Maurice King. 


Tenth Air Rescue Squadron offi- 


cials at Anchorage said it was not 
known until Saturday that two 
women were with King on a flight 
to the glacier area. 


They said the Wood party was 


not taken off the glacier in the 
Mt. Hubbard area earlier because 
they were known to be well sup- 
plied. They said no request was 
made earlier to remove the party. 


The supply p^ane was last heard 


from when it visited an ice study 
camp on Seward Glacier, a finger 
of Malaspina, and then took off for 
Wood's camp. Its disappearance 
was reported when it failed to re- 
turn later to Yakutat. 


With Wood's return, the search 


area shifted. 
Previous searches 


had been south of Seward Glacier. 
But Wood said he was advised by 
radio from the Seward camp that 
when King took off he circled to 
get away from a deck of clouds

May Keep Prices of 
Food From Soaring 


Washington—JP—Plentiful sup- 


plies will probably 
keep 
food 


prices from going much higher this 
year, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics has reported. 


It said future increases prob- 


ably would be limited largely to 
revised price ceilings under the 
new Defense Production Act. 


The new law relaxes limitations 


on margins for processing and 
marketing food arid otheY prod- 
ucts. vAs a result, the bureau said, 
some widening of farm-to-retail 


j price spreads /may occur. 


i'he bureau reported retail food 


pricesTincreased about 12 per cent 
during the last 12 months. 
For 


the whole of 1951 they probably 
will average at least 10 per cent 
higher than in 1950, the agency 
estimated. 


In its regular report on the na- 


tion's food situation, the bureau 
said - beef cattle prices may at 
times drop below ceilings during 
the heavy marketing season this 
fall. Nevertheless, a strong con- 
sumer demand for meat "may pre- 
vnt any substantial decline in 
prices." 


The bureau has backed down 


from previous forecasts that meat 
supplies would be larger this year 
than last. Today's report said the 
consumer average this year prob- 
ably will not differ much from the 
141 pound rate last year.

"DON'T DRAFT IKE" 


Bernard M. Baruch, elder statesman without 


portfolio but with a world of wisdom under his white 
Tair. gave America something new and profound to 
-hink about for 1952 when he stepped off the boat 
from Europe the other day. 


In essence, it was: ''Don't draft Ike." 
As Sumner Ahlbum reminds, hi an editorial writ- 


ten for NEA Service, this doesn't mean that the 
wise old man who is famed both as a park bench 
philosopher and an adviser to presidents has anything 
against General Eisenhower's qualifications for the 
job in the White House. 


What Baruch believes is that the job Eisenhower 


is doing now in Europe is too important to give up— 
a job, said Baruch, that "is probably the most im- 
portant a single' individual has had in our lifetime." 
Because of that, he thinks it would be a "great 
disservice" to Eisenhower to put him into politics. 


No one can quarrel with Baruch's definition of 


the" role Eisenhower is playing as military leader 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, a role 
which may well determine whether we have peace in 
our time, a role on which hinges the security of 
the whole Free World. 


The "Draft Ike" sponsors had better consider 


Baruch's words carefully. And leaders of both par- 
ties better think things over} too, before they seize 
upon Ike as the man either to keep themselves in 
power or to get back into power. 


But the consideration should be two-sided, neither 


a tub-thumping rush to draft a hero on whose coat- 
tails they can ride to victory, nor a quick brush- 
off of his • presidential possibilities because of the 
job he has now. For Baruch had some other words 
to say about Eisenhower. 


"He is a man entirely without self-interest," Ba- 


ruch said of the general. "His sole desire is to "bring 
the western nations together and also satisfy the 
American people." 


If those are good qualifications for a man who is 


leading the Free World toward security, they also 
sound like good qualifications for a man to lead the 
United States. And if, under the pressure of politics, 
Eisenhower could still fulfill his sole desire, it might 
be a "great disservice" not to draft him. 


BUG IN A RUG 


That leopard-skin rug a GI in Korea sent home as 


a souvenir to his folks in Colorado seems to have 
stirred up as much fuss as it would have if the leop- 
ards had been alive. 


Once the soldier's parents opened up the package 


and let the rug out of the bag, so to speak, the fur 
started to fly. Their son's letter said he'd paid 
$61 for the rug, which was worth $25,000 and was 
once in the castle of a princess. 


The parents wanted to sell it, and the govern- 


ment said careful, they'd have to pay customs duty. 
The Korean government said it was a $100,000 na- 
tional treasure, and please give it back. The parents 
'.bought they ought to get something in return. 


Now the customs people have stepped in and im- 


pounded the rug as Korean government property. 
Now the GI's parents will have to write him that 
souvenirs are fine, but not to send any more rugs 
that get pulled out from under their feet.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Contest shaping*up between backers oi 
" General Eisenhower and Senator Taft for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination has started a new line of political speculation ir 
Washington. These two men are so opposed on foreign policy ideas 
that it would be practically impossible to get them to agree on s 
platform. 


If anything like a close contest or a deadlock develops, GOP bosses 


are almost sure to start looking for an acceptable compromise candi- 
date. With Governor Dewey ruling himself out and Governor Stassen 
having failed to show any strength in 1948, the likeliest possibility 
would be some candidate against whom nobody had anything. In 
this process of elimination, the name of Governor Warren of Cali- 
fornia is attracting considerable attention.

Story that Rep. Hugh D. Scott of Pennsylvania was going to Paris to 


sound out General Eisenhower on his presidential ambitions was a 
little premature Representative Scott was of course Republican cam- 
paign manager for Governor Dewey in 1948. and Dewey is now an 
Eisenhower backer.

Mr. Klinestiver reported 
on a

Redwood street, but said he realiz- 
ed the 5495.00 it would cost could 
not be taken from 
the 
current 


budget. He said the dealer had left 
the machine here for use in the 
hope next year's budget could 
cover it. 


Charles E. Stone, 109 Palm aye- 


nue, and Paul P. Gary, 104 Palm 
avenue, were called upon for com- 
ment. These taxpayers vigorously 
protested the condition of Palm 
avenue, the street 
having been 


filled so many times that the road- 
bed is now higher than the side- 
walks, which tends to cause un- 
bearable conditions during wet 
weather. Borough Engineer C. W. 
Barwis suggested remedies for the 
condition, including an improve- 
ment of the street with black top 
over stone and the placing of the 
gutter in the center. The taxpay- 
ers' query, "This request was filed 
a year ago, what ia the 
next 


step?" was answered by Mr. Rice 
with the explanation that Palm 
avenue is not included in the pav- 
ing program and that monies ap- 
propriated for ^street improvement 
have all been committed. Mr. Stone 
asked for a temporary solution and 
said that present use of the street 
by trucks carrying heavy loads of 
materials for construction work at 
the Warren General Hospital have 
further deteriorated the street. 


"It all boils down to permanent 


paving," Mr. Rice said, "and I am 
unable to say when the borough 
can do any more paving. 
The 


Council would like to pave every 
street in town." Mr. Rice asked 
Mr. Barwis to compile an estimate 
of the improvement's cost, 
"but 


where we would get tlie money, I 
do not know." 


The police committee's report 


shwred $982.00 collected during 
July in fines and licenses and park- 
ing meter collections of $2,024.38. 
There were 667 arrests during the 
month, 569 of which were for park- 
Ing violations. 


Police Chief Mike Ewan gave a[ 


very comprehensive and interesting 
report of the Pennsylvania Police 
Chief's Association convention in 
Philadelphia which 
emphasized 


safety education and also dealt 
with ways "to keep the "hot-rods' 
off the highways." He told of much 
benefit derived from listening to j 
talks given by prominent officials 
IB state and nation. 


In reporting for the fire com- 


mittee, Councilman W. R. Painter 
said there were 18 calls during 
July with a fire loss of $385.00. 
1|200 feet of hose was laid. 


C. A. Miller, for the 
buildings 


and building code committee, re- 
ported $22,000 -in permits for new 
buildings and $4,000 for alterations 
and repairs. He reported the com- 
pletion of painting work done at 
the. Municipal Building and Cen- 
tral Fire Station. His committee 
was authorized to purchase coal in 
an amount not to exceed $500.0O. 


As. regards 
sidewalks 
and 


bridges, Councilman E. W. Pat- 
chen reported the painting of the 
Fifth street bridge to 
be 75% 


completed and said that the Bor- 
ough has a full-time inspector on 
thss job. He reported progress on 
sidewalk repairs with notices go- 
ing out each week to taxpayers 
in front of whose properties 
re- 


pairs are necessary. 


CouncUman R. H. Trusler re- 


ported the Warren Water Com- 
pany's reports for June and July 
to be in order, and mentioned the 
preliminary work which has been 
done by Penelec in street light in- 
stallations. He said he believed the 
new lights will be more than sat- 
isfactory and complimentary re- 
marks were made by several coun- 
cilmen. 


Heavy attendance at the play- 


grounds was reported by Council- 
man S. E. Kuhre, who said that 
all programs have been well re- 
ceived and have drawn crowds. He 
reported on the dedication of the 
shaft at War Memorial Field and 
complimented President Rice upon 
the program incidental thereto. 


Councilman C. A. Miller's report 


on the zoning ordinance occupied 
Council for some time but this 
work wasx speeded and facilitated 
by typewritten memoranda pro- 
vided each councilman by Borough 
Secretary Marjone L.. Dougherty 
in which the amendments were 
shown. A brief survey of these 
amendments shows the following 
provisions:

similar nature, nor sign of the 
flashing or moving type, or light 
of a similar nature, if externally 
visible, may be used in R-l, R-2, 
R-3, or C-l. 


To clarify the authority vested 


in the Board of Adjustment, the 
following amendment was adopted: 
"In exercising 
the above-ment- 


ioned powers, the Board of Ad- 
justment may reverse or affirm, 
wholly or partly, or may modify 
the order, requirements, decision, 
or determination appealed from, 
and make such order, requirement, 
decision or determination as, in its 
opinion, ought to be made. A ma- 
jority of the members of the Board 
of Adjustment shall constitute a. 


quorum, and all awards and decis- 
ions of said Board shall require 
the concurrence of a majority of 
the members of the Board. Notice 
of such decision shall forthwith be 
given to all parties in interest." 


Following Council's approval of 


each individual amendment, the 
zoning ordinance was passed 
on 


second reading,, and a public hear- 
ing upon occasion of the third and 
last reading, September 10, will 
be advertised. President Rice re- 
marked upon the^eeeming lack of 
interest in the ultimate passage 
of the ordinance.

New York— (£») —The heavy 


hand of the tax collector hangs 
over the heads of individuals and 
corporations today. How much 
more is to be deducted from your 
paycheck each week? How much 
more business earnings are to be 
cut back by the U. S. treasury? 


The Senate Finance committee 


winds up its hearings today and 
next week starts deciding: 1. How 
to raise the money +o meet the' 
bills Congress is approving, and 
2. 
How much heavier the tax 


burden can grow before it defeats 
itself by cutting back prosperity to 
the vanishing point. 


The president wants $10 billion 


more added to the tax bill to help 
pay for the defense program. The 
House proposes a 57.2 billion in- 
crease. And the guessing now is 
that the Senate will whittle this 
down to $5 or $6 billion. 


The outcries from business are 


sharp—louder than those of indi- 
viduals, but perhaps no more pain- 
ed. Some make general protests 
that neither business nor individu- 
als can be tapped for much more. 
Others are particular squawks 
that the tax bill levies unjust pen- 
alties on some industries, or on 
young and small businesses. Here 
are a few examples: 


"In this country income taxes, 


both personal and corporate, have 
been worked to death," says the 
National City Bank of New York 
in its "August letter," out today. 


"The excess profits tax provides 


capital punishment for the crime 
of being young," says the Young 
American Business Conference of 
Dallas, Texas. This group of re- 
cently started and now growing 
companies explains that the ex- 
cess profit tax, by setting a basis 
of the years 1946 to 1949 for fig- 
uring "normal profit," falls heav- 
iest on the business started since

profit" in the meaning of the law. 


The Television Broadcasters' Tax 


committee chimes in, saying that 
TV's large losses during its pio- 
neering days in 1946 to 1949 
makes its profits now peculiarly 
vulnerable to the tax collector, 
since "the maximum tax ceiling 
automatically becomes the normal 
tax rate for every TV broadcast- 
er."

in the first six months: 


Their sales total almost $29 bil- 


lion, up more than $6 billion, or 
28 per cent, above the first half 
of last year. Their total costs 
went up 23 per cent, so that their 
earnings before taxes total $5.4 
billion, a gain of 51 per cent over 
the $3.5 billion of a year ago. 


Then the tax collector steps in 


with the new, higher levies voted 
last year. Federal income and ex- 
cess profits taxes for the 325 com- 
panies soared to nearly $3,3 billion, 
from the $1.4 billion of last year. 
This ia an increase of 125 per 
cent. As a result, net income after 
taxes this year totals ?2.1 billion, 
an increase of only $20 million, or 
one per cent, from last year—in 
spite of the 28 per cent gain in 
sales and the 51 per cent gain in 
earnings before taxes.
